Osman promises free access to 
and from Handoub to all who are peacefully 
disposed and to all traders; but he declares that 
armed ies and troops will be resisted.

“ Oblige me by giving me a recipe how to regild 
and burnish gold picture frames, writes“ J. B. R.” 
who tells me ho has tried gold paint in several 
ways, and finding it unsatisfactory wishes to 
attempt renovating his frames with gold leaf. I 
advise my correspondent to give up the idea of 
burnishing his picture frames until he has 
mastered the simpler art of renewing them with 
plain or neat gold. He will find this quite difficult 
enough, as so much will de ud upon his own 
practical skill, judgment, and delicacy of touch. 

he preparation for burnishing is a process re- 
quiring considerable experience. To regild a 
frame without burnishing you must first, with a 
sponge and water, thoroughly wash the frame and 
set it to dry. Having procured some water gold 
size, you should make some size yourself by Boil- 
ing down parchment, and while it is warm mix 
enough of the latter with the purchased gold size 
to allow of working it on the frame with a camel 
bair brush. Let it dry, give it another coat, and 
when that is dry rub it over with a piece of fine 
sand paper ; then it is ready for gilding. You sizeit 
again, and must judge when it is fit to put on the 
gold jeaf, which you will cut in small pieces on 
the pad as you require it, taking each piece up on 
the long haired Hat gilding brush, which now 
and again you lightly pass over your own 
hair to give the moisture needed to pick 
up the gold. This Fy must lay evenly 
over the entire surface, finally brushing the whole

THE TRAFALGAR-SQUARE NUISANCE 
AGAIN. 


In the face of the decision given last week 
against the so-called “right of public meeting ” 
in Trafalgar-square, a determined attempt to hold 
a meeting was made on Saturday under cover of 
what are represented as “ Saturday afternoon 
conversaziones.” Shortly before four o'clock Mr. 
Saunders, who was accompanied by Mr. Cony- 
beare, M.P., and other leaders of the movement, 
entered the equare, and distributed handbills con- 
taining resolutions supposed to have been 
somewhere or other against “ police tyranny,” also 
calling on the Government to uphold the rights of 
the people; the spectators, by this time forming a 
considerable crowd. By a preconcerted arrangement 
the balustrade in front of the National Gallery 
was lined with Social Democrats, and several 
attempts were made by the police, who acted with 
the greatest forbearance, to oust them from their 
position. Among the people here were three 
unprepossessing featured females, who clung to 
the stonework with a tenacity worthy of a better 
cause, and obstinately refused to vacate their 
position, Hoots and groans were freely given for 
„Charlie Warren and his bloodhounds,” and
